The .result is a' condition 
Bordering .upon panic in a new-born 
ndustry of which many Americans 
lave never heard, and a demand for 
i protective' tariff on canaries. 
If you have a little canary in your 
home, and you adopted him before 
Che war, he is likely a German 'bird; 
f he is a war baby, he is doubtless 
in American product. For since the 
war began we have for the first time 
neen raising c-ur own canaries. 
Millions Were Imported 
In recent years, the United States 
las imported over halt a -million of 
.hese birds annually, moat of them 
:oming 
from. 
Germany, 
where 
canaries,' like everything- else, are 
>roduced in quantity and at rock 
oottom 'cost. Canary raising in Ger- 
nany is. a cottage industry, carried 
an by children and farmers' wives 
n the mountains. 
For this reason 
he price- placed on tfie birds has al- 
vays been low, so low • that while 
he canary is reg-arded as a luxury, 


tor this reason is sold by the breed- 
ers at a much lower rate than the 
male. 
An unscrupulous trader will 
herd his wares together and offer 
them" all as singers, perfect spec- 
imens, fine pedigree, healthy — and 
whatever else the purchaser seems 
to want. Reliable dealers do not, 'of 
course, pursue 'this method, of sale, 
but the ignorance of the public in 
selecting canaries has given rise to 
considerable 
trickery 
at

A favorite old stunt of the breed- 
ers Is to dye a few commoner birds 
and slip them In with a load of 
canaries. 
Saffron or analine dyes, 
spread on the wlnga of a sparrow, 
deceives the gullible buyer into pur- 
chase, and the trick is not learned 
until Mr. Sparrow takes a bath or 
two and changes color. 
Ted Birds Red Pepper 
Another trick sometimes put over 
by fanciers is to produce a red 
canary and sell it as a rare. type. 
This freak flrst appeared in 1880, 
when a dealer dosed a sick canary 
on sweet paprika.
